These modalities in 
combination with a strong rehabilitation back- 
ground and a great working relationship with the 
strength and conditioning coach allow for smooth, 
fast, and safe transitions from injury, back to full 
Sports participation. 


ecent expansion of the training room facili- 

ties has allowed for increased capacity to 
work with multiple athletes, as well as proximity 
to the strength and conditioning room for direct 
supervision of exercise rehabilitation. The phi- 
losophy of the training room is not only to treat 
the injury, but to educate the athlete on the na- 
ture, prevention and rehabilitation of the injury. This 
education aids in athlete compliance and there- 
fore assists in the recovery process. 


Fs our students that have an interest in 
athletic training, we offer Care and Preven- 
tion of Athletic Injury (PEMA 36) which is a lab 
course that enables students to work with our cer- 
tified trainers. We also offer a basic introductory 
course, Athletic Injury Management (PEMA 25) 
that is a three unit transferable course to prepare

OUTLOOK 


After a two year absence from coaching, Coach 
Fontius and hiss assistant, Alaena Blouin, will be 
working hard to meet the Eagle's tradition of be- 
ing one of the top volleyball programs in North- 
ern California. The 2003 team will have three re- 
turning players from the previous year: all-league 
standout, Haley Wells; most improved Eagle 
player, Chelsea Faria; and Latisha Ross.

DEFENSE 

Excellent passing and team quickness is essen- 
tial for a strong defensive team. The 2003 Eagle 
volleyball team has the fundamental skills and 
quickness to be one of the best defensive groups 
inthe state. Coach Fontius believes that the team 
is made up of outstanding multi-skill athletes. The 
key elements to the Eagle’s success will be team- 
work and physical conditioning. For the first time 
in several seasons the Eagles are very deep at 
every position. Once the players get used to work- 
ing together they should be one of the top teams 
in the Golden Valley Conference. 


OFFENSE 

With a wealth of talented hitters the Eagles are 
looking to run a much quicker offense than in pre- 
vious years. Players like Tania Liufau, Chelsea 
Faria, Haley Wells, Annie Tyner, Chantelle Leon- 
Guerrero, Vanessa Bouchez, Jenice Brasser, and 
Rachel Culp are all capable of hitting a variety of 
quick sets. This should result in a very exciting 
style of volleyball for the Eagle fans.
